21 shelf life roughly half of other cigarettes and 

22 you must have had some kind of benchmark for that 

23 and I want to know what it was, whether it is 

24 subject to debate or not. We may talk about that 

25 in a minute. But first I want to know what you

2 had in mind when you say Capri was half of it.
